Klng Indicated that he believed white 
resistance to the Civil rights movement had begun to 
recede, although he stressed, on the other hand, the Immense 
difficulties that remain. 

He said that in Alabama he was receiving 
Increased sympathy from white people for the Civil 
rights cause. 

In support of his views that the Civil rights 
movement has resulted In progress. King said that most 
of the communities in the deep South had been complying 
with the Public Acconunodations Section of the Civil Rights 
Act, 

King said during the news conference that he 
would Join with the Marchers who will leave Selma, 
Alabama, next Sunday (March 7j 1965) on a trek to 
Montgomery, Alabama, to petition Govemop George C. 
Wallace to put an end to discrimination and remove 
Obstacles to the registration of Negro voters in his 
state . 

In conclusion, the article noted that King 
was scheduled to leave New York on Friday, March 5* 19^5^ 
for Washington, D, C», to confer with President Johnson 
on the proposed new voting-rights legislation.

Few "oofayt" (Negro claiig for whites) 
live here.

In his book "This Time The VIorldj " copyrighted In 
19^1, George Lincoln Rockv/ell ld3ntlfled himself as Cor.imcndor, 

National Socialists (ANP - V/UF'ENS), Arlinston, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The i^lchmond Nev/s Leader," 
a Rlc}irnond, Virginia daily nevspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rocki:ell had, on the previous cLcy, acaln applied for 
the American Nazi Party to he chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request v/as turned dov.'n by the Virginia 
State corporation Cominloslon. This action v/as taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly v;hlch prohibits use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Vlrslnla charter. 
This article further pointed out that Rocki/ell's party is 
presently charter^^d In the State of Vlrt;inia as the George 
Lincoln Roclwell Party. 

On August 14, 1954, a source advised that the ANP - 
VJUFEII3 v;as organized by George Lincoln Rockvjell at his residence 
in Arlington,- Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that RocIc.-?ell Is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jevjs and Negroes; and that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper 's Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for pov/er are fourfold, namely, first "to malce ourselves knovm 
to the masses j" second "the dissemination of our program and 
the truth about the Party;" third "organizing the people who 
have been converted to our propaganda;" and fourth "the 
attainment of pcv.'er through the voters of the nev;ly-won masses."
